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of the Nations, and what they pleafe-—— 
The Queftion is, Will the Trade be to our 
Advantage ?———. If it will, let us not re- 


- fufe the Advantage, for we have need e+ 


nough of it every Way, to Refift and Srrug- 
gle with the French Power —— If we can 
get Money by them, it will help usco fizhe 
with them, it will make the War lefs a 
Burthen tous, and help us to carry iton 
with the more Chearfulnefs; by atl means 
let us make the beft of them we can. 

The King of France knows very well, the 
Bre: ch of this Trade is a Lofs to the Dutch, 
yet he muft have a Trade too fumewhere 5 
therefore I am of Opinion, his own Intereft 
moves him to open our Way, if we think 
fit 5 and this feems to me a more probable 
Reafon, why that Liberty Is offei’d to the 
Englify than the other —— But neither is 


~ this a Reafon why we fhould refufe it.—— 


It is evident, Prohibition of Trade is 
only Traofpofing Trade, and refolving to 
Trade atfecond and thicd Hand, when we 
might Trade at firft Hand For both 
we and the Dutch muft, and aiwavs do 
Trade with France ; When the Dutch Trade 
was open, and ours prohibit, we Tr.ded 
through their Hands 5 ff theirs is prohivit 
and ours open, they will Trade through 
our Hands ; if both ave prohibited, as once 
they wer-, and the Portuguefe were Neuters, 
we both Traded through their Hands; af- 
ter the P-rruguefe came into the War, the 
Danes and Swedes were the People, but ftill 
we Traded to France, and do foftills fo 
thatthe Prohibition ferves only to make 
our Trade more difficult and lels Profitae 
ble; and we takea greatdeal of Pains to 
perplex our Trade, and ro} our felves of 
the juft Advantages of General Commerce. 

When in the manner as above, the Por- 
suguefe were the Medium of this Trade, the 
Durch and Englifh having excluded them- 
felves by Prohibitions, What was theConfe- 
quence ? I¢ Enrich’d the Portuguefey when
